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EXAMINER'S COMMENT 
Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 1 -32 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to disclose or render obvious the claimed combination including a first 
decimation filter connected to the first exhaust gas sensor; and a control unit connected to the 
first decimation filter, the control unit configured to determine a manipulated variable for 
manipulating the air-fuel ratio so that an output value from the first decimation filter converges to 
a target value, wherein the first decimation filter further comprises: a first over sampler for over 
sampling the exhaust gas sensor in a shorter cycle than a cycle determining the manipulated 
variable; output of the first that is used for a first low-pass filter for smoothing the over sampled 
value; and a first down sampler for re-sampling the smoothed value in the cycle that is used for 
determining the manipulated variable to output the re-sampled value.
